Message a Basis for Advance on Pekin. Belief That Mystery will Soon be 


Cleared, No Official Statement of China's Appeal for Intervention, 


Admiral Eemey Leaves for Tien Tsin to Inquire Regarding 


Condition There.

WASHINGTON, July 23 — Consul-General 


Goodnow at Shanghai wires that Prince Tuan in- 
forms him that an officer of the tsung liyamen 
(Chinese foreign office) saw all the ministers at 
Pekin July 18, and that none'of them were injured 
and no attack was being made.

show its lack of genuineness. Tbe Burden of the 
despatches indicate a disposition not to move a Pekin 


relief expedition on the evidence furnished by tbe 
Conger despatch. 


Secretary Hay still credits the message, hut says 


there is tbe possibility of deception. 


Boston, July 23—The American board of commissioners for the foreign mis- 


sions today received a cable from Kev. Henry B. Potter, dated at Chefoa, eay- 
ing: "Governor Yuan wires July 18: "Ministers all well.' 


This date is the same as that upon which the Conger message is supposed to 


have been, sent from Pekln. 


the Chinese situation today. Secretary Hay was at his desk by 9 o'clock, and 
for an hour was busily engaged with matters of such importance that he de- 
clined to be interrupted. 


About 10.15 the Chinese minister arrived and was with the secretary for 


some time. On the departure of the minister, the department gave out the 
recent imperial edict of the Chinese government, the substance of which had 
been previously^-maae known. 


The state department has received a deluge of dispatches from all quarters 


of the globe relating to the Conger mssage. These show the attitude of the 
foreign governments. Without exception the official view taken by all foreign 


offices is that the dispatch is not genuine and does not afford a basis for ac- 
tion. This incredulity is also shared by United-. States 
Consul General 


Goodnow at Shanghai. 


Notwithstanding this flood of doubt from foreign official quarters the stat^ 


department has not varied, its position as to the authenticity of the message 
secretary Hay's position being now as it always hag; been, that there is every 
probability of the genuineness of the message, although there was always 
the possibility that fraud may have been, perpetrated. 


Concerning.the proposition of mediation, made to the United States by 


China, the state department was not prepared today to make any statement. 
It was surmised that Mr. Hay was engaged in considering the government's 
answer, which probably would be delivered to Minister Wu later, but no 
statement as to the course of procedure could be obtained in an 
official 


quarter. 


Both the state department and the Chinese officials took occasion early in 


the day to deny the report that plans were on foot toward the delivery of 
Minister Conger by the Chinese authorities to Admiral Remiey at Tien Tsin. 


There is reason to believe that the government is again using every effort 


to secure communication with Minister Conger and this time to get an answer 
from our minister which will be so conclusive as to remove any. .shadow of 
doubt. 


In this connection it was reported today that Minister Wu yesterday sent 


another cipher cable dispatch to Minister Conger, but there is strong dis- 
inclination in official quarters to discu ss the various steps being taken.

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CHINA MAKES AN APPEAL TO AMERICA 


Wants President to Help Extricate Her From Dangerous Position. 


China is on the Point of Opening Communication. The 


Question of Bombarding Taku Ports 


Washington, July 23.—Minister Wu 


has transmitted to the state department 
what purports to be a direct appeal 
from the Chinese Imperial gove.rnment 
to President McKinJey to use 1MB good 
offices to extricate China from th* dan- 
gerous and difficult position in which 
It has been placad as a result of the 
ttoxer uprising and the ensuing hos- 
tile attitude o.f the great powers. A final 
answer has not yet been returned. 


Th« United States government is con- 


scientiously proceeding upon a certain 
line of policy in the treatment of the 
case. Unfortunately, the state depart- 
ment finds Itself alone in thie, hut never- 
theless it ia convinced that its plan is the 
best, and it has behind it the consoling 
assurance that at present all of tha 
European governments have tacitly ad- 
mitted that an error was made in the 
beginning In not following the common 
sans* of the United States naval com- 
mander at Taku. The point of differ- 
ence between the state department and 
the European governments Is that the 
latter are proceeding upon the belief 
that oil of the foreign ministers and 
missionaries and guards at Pekin have 
been killed and insist upon dealing with 
the Chinese government upon that basis, 
thereby assuming a hostile attitude that 
tends to destroy the last chance of avail- 
ing of whatever friendly sentiment may 
yet exist among the powerful Chinese 
viceroys and the imperial government 
itself. 


Further pnbof of an official character 


of the mistake made by foreign com- 
manders In the attack upon the Taku 
forts is contained in a communication 
juat received by the state department 
from United States Consul Fowler at 
Che Foo. He baa transmitted an im- 
perial edict which 'was supplied to him 
iy telegraph by the Chinese governor of 
Shan Tung, Yuan Shth Kai, at Tsi Nan, 
the capital of the provinces. It was is- 
eued on July 17, and relates to the pres- 
ent hostilities between China and the 
foreign powers. The dispatch contain- 
ing the edict came to the state depart- 
ment in such confused phraseology that 
it' is impossible to do more than ap- 
proximately state its sense. 


The edict appears to state in the be- 


ginning that owing to the trouble exist- 
ing between the Christians and the 
populace and to the subsequent seizure 
of the Taku forts, which aroused tha 
military to arms, the imperial court was 
laying great weight upon Its interna- 
tional relations. 


The Manchu generals, therefore, vice- 


roys and governors, are ordered to as- 
certain whether the merchants and mis- 
sionaries of the various nations residing 
in the open ports are being protected, 
and the assertion is made that prefects 
and magistrates have been sent repeated 
imperial edicts to protect the legations. 
Orders also have been sent to the pro- 
vincial authorities to protect mission- 
aries. While hostilities have not yet 
ceased the Chinese officials are directed 
to give protection to the merchants and 
others of the various nations in accord- 
ance with treaties and must not fail to 
obey. 


The edict refers to the killing last 


month of the Japanese chancellor, 
Buglyama, which it characterizes as 
startling. It says that a short time 
thereafter the German minister was 
murdered, while residing In the capital, 
"conducting international affairs. 
The 


edict expresses the deepest sympathy on 
account of his death, and asserts that 
strong Instructions would be issued to 
seize the murderer, who must be caught 
and severely punished after the termina- 
tion of the present hostilities, together 
•with those who have murdered foreign- 
ers and missionaries or taken their 
property without cause. 


The language of the edict, as given by 


Mr. Fowler on this subject, is very much 
Involved, but it appears to exempt from 
punishment those who have killed 
foreigners "connected with war," The 
governor of Pekin and the viceroy of 
Chi Li are charged to issue instructions 
to Investigate and then to deal Intelli- 
gently with each case of wrongdoing. 


Tha ed,ict states that recently evil- 


doers created riots>, deliberately rebelled 
and murdered good subjects; certainly, 
Jt saya, a deplorable state of affairs Ail 
viceroys, governors and high military 
authorities are ordered to obtain ac- 
curate details, presumably of the out- 
rages committed by the Chinese, and to 
make such selsures and to take such 
action as the cases warrant in order to 
•top the disturbances. 


Beside the reference to the seizure of 


the Taku forte as one of the causes of 
the- uprising, the significant feature of 
the edict ia the underlying expression of 
th/a desire of t%e"imperial government 
of China, not only to protect the foreign- 
ers, but to make reparation for the in- 
justices sustained. That would Mem to 
be the meaning of the Instructions to tha 
Chinese viceroys and magistrates to take 
eteps to ascertain the extent of these in- 
juries. Otherwise the edict Is mainly 
argumentative and appears to be an ef- 
fort to extenuate the course of the im- 
pertal government. As such It may be 
properly laid aside for the present, to ba 
taken up for consideration in the final 
reckoning, and such will be the cour»e 
•f the state department.

southern provinces the secretary ad- 
mitted that there might be small out- 
breaks, but he said there would be noth- 
ing serious, and that Europeans would 
be quite safe in treaty ports The long 
silence he explained as "due probably to 
the rebels, who have cut the wires and 
blocked the road's." 


Thus, according to the secretary of the 


Chinese legation, a few days more should 
bring a solution of the great mystery^ 
Nevertheless, no one In England believes 
that the alleged dispatches and edicts 
are anything but eubterf uges to hide the 
real situation as long as possible and,..a 
avert retribution by sowing discord 
among the powers. 


Prom Shanghai cornea a report that 


the empress dowager and the court are 
moving to Hsian Fu, in the province of 
Shan Si, to which large stores of rice are 
being sent, and that when these arrange- 
ments arecompleted the remaining vice- 
roys will declare against foreigners. 


According to the Che Foo correspon- 


dent of The Daily Mail the fall of Tien 
Tsin has so disheartened the Chinese 
that they are seeking terms of peace. 
He says that several attempts have been 
made-to send messages to Pekin, but so 
far without any known results, and 
adds that rumors are again current that 
the Russians are reaching Pekin from 
the north. It is impossible to confirm 
or deny theae statements, but either one 
might explain China's efforts to gain 
time/ 


Li Hung Chang's visit to Shanghai 


seems to be a complete failure. Except 
the Chinese customs officials no one has 
visited him. Sheng, the taotai (chief 
magistrate), gave the consuls a cordial 
Invitation to meet him at luncheon, but 
all dec 11 Bed. 


The Shanghai correspondent of The

Ing him."

A Reminder of '46. 


Houston, July 23*—Colonel Scully of 


the quartermaster's department, U. 8. 
A., has gone to Mexico to disinter and 
bring back for burial in the San Antonio 
government cemetery the bones of 
American soldiers who fell in the battle 
of Buenavisj.a, fought near Saltillo, 
M«x., 4n 1846, between the Americana 
under General Z-achaary Taylor and the 
Mexicans under Santa Ana. The re- 
mains of about 700 Americans lie where 
they were buried on the battlefield, but 
a new railroad" will go equarely across 
the spot, and this has caused the Ameri- 
can government to act. 


Charged-Wlih Manslaughter. 


Worcester, Mass., July 23.—As the re- 


eult of a blow from Edward P. Morrison, 
a brakeman on the Boston and Albany 
railroad, Henry T. Layden, 22, died here 
Sunday of fracture of the skull. Morri- 
eon was arrested at his home in Boston 
and was brought to Worcester, charged 
with manslaughter. Layden was a 
member of a Foresters' excursion from. 
Worcester Saturday, and Morrison says 
he was drunk and troublesome on the 
return trip, finally provoking the blow 
which caused bis death. 


Heavy Artillery Ordered to China.

States battery of heavy artillery at Fort

Hoar, senators, Washington, and says In 
part: 


"I have read«in some American papers 


that Admiral Berwey, compelled by you 
and other'aenators, lovers of truth and 
justice, to anewer--Wbether he had made 
to us form:' promises of independence, 
stated that he had 'never promised Inde- 
pendence to the FUjplnoa-' I, who, in 
the uam*,vo* the Filipino people and of 
General .A'^naldo, andt as a representa- 
tive of ftiem.'havwhaa the honor to con- 
fer sever** ttaes with the admiral, make 
to you the following statements that you 
may use them as you should think that 
convenient. 


"In April, 1898, when the rupture of 


hostilities between America and Spain 
became imminent, and in the absence of 
my chief, General Aguinald'o, who was 
then at Singapore, I solicited through the 
American consul-at Hong Kong, Mr, 
Wlldman, to have some Interviews with 
Admiral Dwwey, with the object of con- 
tinuing the-interrupted negotiations be- 
tween General Agulnaldo ^o-d Admiral 
Dewey, through Mr. Wood, the com- 
mander of tfte American gunboat Petrel, 
My petltlbn'wais favorably received and 
I went with Andros Ganchltorena, an- 
oftier Filipino, on board, the Olympia in 
the bay of-HongKoae. 


"Once on "board, the following Inter- 


view in F.rench took place through the 
flag lieutenant, Mr. Brumby, acting as 
interpreter: 


"Filipino—Admiral, navlng oome to 


our knowledge that a war between your 
country and,Spaln is imminent, we, whio 
have fought the latter for our Indepen- 
dence, are willing, in obedience to the 
desires manifested by you to General 
Agulnaldo, through Mr. Wood, to take 
part in the war as allies of America, so 
long aa it be carried on, with the obj ect of 
freeing from the yoke of Spain her 
colonies, giving them their Independence. 


"AdmirJil.Dawey—The American peo- 


ple, champions of liberty, will undertake 
this war with the humanitarian object 
of freeing from the Spanish yoke tha 
peoples un<far it, and will give you inde- 
pendence and, tteedom, as we nave pro- 
claimed to the world at large. 


"Filipino—We are very grateful for 


this generous manifestation of the great 
American people, and being made 
through an admiral of their navy we 
value not more than a written contract 
and thereupon place ourselves at your 
entire'dlsposal. 


"Admiral Dewey—I place at your dis-' 


posal tha ships of my fleet for the con- 
veyance of both the Filipino leaders ana. 
the arms you may get. Moreover, I 
think my government is willing to sup- 
ply you with arms and ammunition, 


"FiHgtao—We are very thankful to 


you for this new generosity of the Ameri- 
can people, and you may be sure that we 
are ready to fight at your side for the 
independence of the Philippines, even 
without arms, as we have don* during 
the recent revolution. 


"Admiral Dewey—America I* rich in 


every rfetepect; she has territories sparse- 
ly inhabited. Besides, our constitution 
prevents 'territory expansion' outside of 
America, therefore the Filipinos may be 
sure of their independence and not a bit 
of their land shall be taken, from them. 


"After thsee conclusive and formal 


statements the conversation turned to 
other details concerning the state of the 
country." 


The letter is signed "J. Alejandrino." 


He is a Filipino general who recently sur- 
rendered to the American forces.

tens of Buffalo are paving royally the 
way for the glorious Pan-American Ex- 
position to be held In that city next 
year. The evidences of preparation are 
to be seen In the general furbishing up 
in all quarters, the improvement in ho- 
tel accommodations and in the better- 
ment of transportation conveniences 
within the city. 


A glance at the Exposition grounds is 


quite enough to tell that something ex- 
traordinary Is near at hand, but one 
may feel It In the very air of Buffalo 
that the people have unusual business 
before them to which they are stead- 
fastly devoting their puissant energies. 
They who chose this site bad no narrow 
conception of the opportunities which 
the 
Pan-American 
Exposition 
idea 


would ultimately disclose. The grounds, 
for the most part, are nearly level and 
ample in their dimensions, the southern 
third invading the western section of 
Delaware Park. It is upon this park 


that Buffalo has lavished her money to 
produce a beautiful pleasure ground, 
and it is not strange that public senti- 
ment would not suffer it to be dese- 
crated with Exposition buildings. The 
park lands will therefore remain prac- 
tically unmolested. The dazzling white 
swans and ducks that sail the wooded 
lake and perform surprising aquatic 
feats will perhaps share honors with 
electric launches aiid gondolas, and a- 
majestic bridge win be thrown across a 
narrow part of the lake to make a pic- 
turesque approach to the great main 
group of Exposition buildings. Just 
within the boundaries of the park two 
permanent buildings will be erected 
which will serve the purposes of the 
Exposition and then become the prop- 
erty of two public organizations. One of 
these new ornaments will be the Al- 
bright Art Gallery, the gift of 3. 3. Al- 
bright of Buffalo to his fellow citizens, 
costing $350,400, for which a mainte- 


nance fund of $100,000 has been provid- 
ed. This is to be of white marble, fire- 
proof throughout, and after serving the 
purposes of the Exposition' as a palace 
of art will pass to the custody of the 
Buffalo Fine Arts Academy, to become 
the home of its fine art collection. The 
other is the New York State building, 
costing $150,000, which will become the 
depository of the valuable collection 
owned by the Buffalo Historical Society 
when the Exposition is over. The two 
buildings will face each other across 
the North Bay and in style will resem- 
ble Greek temples. 


IN NATURE'S BEST ATTIRE. 


This lovely park, always in summer 


a paradise of foliage, flowers, perfume 
and sung, always merry with the shouts 
of the city's children, will wear nature's 
best attire during the Pan-American 
year. Myriads of fresh-blown blossoms, 
yielding a wonderful radiance of color 
and distilling by a deeply mysterious 


process an intoxicating incense, will 
fringe the royal highway that guides 
the expectant visitor to the gorgeous 
red-roofed city of new-century wonders. 


All through the season of 1900 the 


work of constructing the Pan-Ameri- 
can Exposition will be pushed in every 
department. Separate contractors have 
the various important buildings in hand 
and the enterprise is well organized. 
Many of the landscape features were 
arranged before the buildings were be- 
gun and will need only the finishing 
touches when the carpenters and dec- 
orators have completed their tasks. 


The installation of exhibits will begin 


in the fall of 1900, and the gates will be 
opened on May 1, 1901, closing on Nov. 1 
of the same year. Though not upon the 
gigantic scale which characterized tha 
Columbian Exposition at Chicago seven 
years ago, the plan of the Pan-Amer- 
ican Exposition is scarcely less compre- 
hensive. The exhibits are classified in 
15 groups. Electricity leads in impor- 
tance, as it is the purpose of Buffalo to 
demonstrate in a most graphic manner 
the wonderful usefulness of this occult 
force. Buffalo has already attained a 
marked degree of fame as the electric 
city of the world, owing to the installa- 
tion at Niagara Falls of the greatest 
electric power plant on the globe. 


THE HAHNESSED GIANT. 


This source of stupendous power is 


but 22 miles from Buffalo, and the en- 
ergy is transmitted from the generators 
at the falls to the distributing stations 
in the city by means of copper cables of 
19 wires each, strung upon massive poles 
and carrying a pressure of'10,000 volts. 
The advance in the electrical science in 
seven years is little understood outside 
of those who are directly concerned 
with electrical work, but the visitor to 
the Pan-American Exposition will be 
shown a display of electric machinery 
and appliances absolutely new in near- 
ly all its details. Throughout the city 
of Buffalo at the present time electric- 
ity from Niagara Falls is used for 
driving street cars, mill and factory 
machinery, grain elevating machinery, 
passenger elevators in office buildings 
and for lighting purposes. At the Ex- 
position electric power wfll be employed 
in all the buildings for all purposes, 
giving life to the countless mechanical 
exhibits. It will also be used in the il- 
lumination 
of 
the 
buildings 
and 


grounds and the electrical displays will 
be on a scale of grandeur never before 


paralleled—in fact, never before possi- 
ble in arty part of the world. 


The building to be devoted to elec- 


tricity contains 75,000 square feet of ex- 
hibition space and is one of the orna- 
mental features of the architectural 
group. Close by will stand the Electric 
Tower built of steel and staff and 
reaching skyward 375 feet. Upon the 
lofty dome will stand a symbolical fig- 
ure of Electricity, dominating with 
her wonderful influence the entire Ex- 
position. In front of the tower will be 
the Court of Fountains, where electric 
lights will at night outline every im- 
portant building and impart to every 
sparkling fountain a glittering and fan- 
tastic brilliancy. 
Among the new 


achievements in the electrical science 
since the World's Fair at Chicago may 
be mentioned the discovery of the 
Roentgen rays, the invention and de- 
velopment of the felectromobile, the de- 
velopment of the storage battery, the 
invention of the kinetoscope or bio- 
graph, wireless telegraphy, the develop- 
ment of the trolley car motors, electric 
heaters, electric welding, smelting by 
electricity, electric cooking in the 
household, the direct application of 
electric motors to machinery of all 
sorts, making a.taltless manufacturing 
plant a possibility. The practical uses 
of electric energy will be wonderfully 
illustrated. 


In the departmert of Fine Arts there 


will be a choice display of fine Ameri- 
can paintings and other works, and in 
the external features of the Exposition 
sculptural and other decorative details 
will be extensively employed in the em- 
bellishment of the architectural works. 


In the Graphic Arts the 
latest 


achievements in typography, lithogra- 
phy, steel and copper plate printing 
and the wonderful photo-mechanical 
processes, 
drawing, engraving 
and 


bookbinding, will be exhibited. Among 
the new things in this department are 
the remarkable results in color pho- 
tography, together with color printing 
from plates produced by the color pho- 
tographic process. 


IN THE TEMPLE OF MDSIC. 


In the department of Liberal Arts 


the visitor may learn what is newest in 
the educational methods and appli- 
ances. He will have the opportunity of 
studying the surprising feats in civil 
engineering, public works and con- 
structive architecture. Music and the 
drama will also have their proper at- ' 


tention. The Temple of Music is to be 
one of the many beautiful buildings of 
the Exposition, containing a great 
church organ of the latest design, now 
building. 


In the department of Ethnology one 


may learn more of the races of man- 
kind. "We shall come in closer touch 
and learn more about the daily life and 
customs of our new brethren in the 
Philippine Islands, Hawaii, Porto Rico 
and the Central and South American 
countries. The ethnological and archse- 
ological collection was one of the most 
interesting at the "World's Fair at Chi- 
cago. At the Pan-American Exposition 
at Buffalo we shall have the benefit of 
seven years more of study and research 
to deepen our interests in archeology. 
The progress of mankind *in labor and 
invention will be fittingly illustrated. 


In agriculture marked progress has 


been the rule for many years, particu- 
larly in North America. The United 
States loads the world in the produc- 
tion of agricultural machinery and ap- 
pliances, and in the development of 
food-plants and fruits acknowledges no 
leader. 
In the department of Horticulture, 


which includes the culture of the vine 
and flowers, the exhibits will be exten- 
sive beyond expectation. 
Among the 


floral exhibits will be 500 beds of popu- 
lar flowers, and in the water gardens 
will be countless specimens of the most 
beautiful 
and 
interesting 
aquatic 


plants. 


TEN ACRES OF LIVE STOCK. 


More than ten acres will be devoted 


to the display of live stock, and the 
collection of exhibits is expected to.be 
the finest ever brought together in the 
Westein Hemisphere. American breed- 
ers have ever been studious and enter- 
prising in .improving the value of the 
domestic animal, and at this Exposition 
the fruits of their hard work will be 
exhibited with commendable pride on 
;he part of every participant. Accom- 
modations are to be provided for near- 
ly 6,000 animals, and new breeds will 


seen never before exhibited at large 


expositions. 


In the Forestry building the student 


allurgy v/ill be Displayed the useful 
minerals and metals from all parts .of 
the Western Hemisphere, as well as 
many exhibits Illustrating the processes 
of bringing them from the natural 
condition to the useful state. 


The brainy American inventor and 


mechanical engineer are independent, 
self reliant laborers in the cause of 
progress and hav.e to their credit more 
of the labor saving devices and ma- 
chines than any other people of the 
world. It may be said of machinery, as 
has been said of electricity, that the 
exhibits jit Chicago seven years ago 
have been largely superseded by newer, 
quicker and mor.e serviceable inven- 
tions, so that it may be assumed that 
the exhibits of machinery at the Pan- 
American Exposition will surpass in 
interest if not in number those seen at 
Chicago. 


The exports of manufactured goods 


from the United States have been grow- 
ing from year to year, so that the out- 
put of our factories and mills is finding 
a market in almost every country of 
the globe. The eight years that will 
have elapsed between the World's Fair 
at Chicago and the Pan-American Ex- 
position at Buffalo will show a marked 
improvement in nearly all the lines of 
manufacture that will be displayed 
next year. 


The transportation exhibits, which 


are to ba under the same roof with the 
exhibits of machinery, will include the 
latest achievements in railway rolling 
stock, vessels and road vehicles. Prob- 
ably the most interesting of these dis- 
plays will be in the automobile depart- 
ment, in which the hydro-carbon mo- 
tor, the steam motor and the electro- 
mobile will sustain a sharp rivalry and, 
with their many points of excellence, 
seek the favor of those who expect to 
ridff the public roads without the help- 
of horses. 


In addition to the special depart- 


ments enumerated it is expected that 
there will be many isolated and collect- 
ive exhibits to be housed in speeial 
buildings in Carious parts of the 
grounds. 
Many of the countries of 


South America and many of the States 
of the American Union will have spe- 
cial buildings in which will be shown 
and illustrated the products and re- 
sources that will interest the student, 
the investor and the homeseeker. 


A MIDWAY OF NEW WONDERS. 


The Midway will be over half a mile 


long, with over 5,000 feet of frontage. 
Think what a string of entertain- 
ments can be condensed in a mile of 
frontage! It will be a town in itself, 
given up to the most remarkable series 
of entertainments that modern times 
and skillful inventors can bring to- 
gether. It would be impossible in the 
| short space of this article to describe 
| the Midway. In fact, some of the at- 
tractions are so elaborate in their de- 
tails that se\eral columns might be de- 
voted to telling of them without ex- 
hausting the subject. Some of the Mid- 
way concessions for which space has 
been allotted are the "Streets of Mex- 
ico," "A Trip to the Moon," "Topsy 
Turvy House," "The Beautiful Orient," 
"Museum of Wax Figures," "Old Plan- 
tation," "Darkness and Dawn," Afri- 
can Village, 
"Venice In America," 


Thomson's Aerio-Cycle, Hawaiian Vol- 
cano and Theater, Moving Pictures and 
War Cyclorama. These and others to- 
be announced later will be each an en- 
tertainment in itself. 


The "Trip to the Moon" will be one 


of the most novel of the long list. The 
voyager steps aboard the' airship Luna, 
moored at a platform. It is night,-and 
millions of stars twinkle in the sky. 
When all is ready, the cables are 
thrown off, and away the airship sails 
up, up, to a height of about two miles, 
and then follows the contour of the 
earth, passing over Rochester. Albany, 
New York and other cities, finally 
shooting off into the wide space be- 
tween the earth and the moon. The 
earth falls behind and becomes a mere 
ball in the sky, and there is no station 
till the itioon appears in closer view-and 
the ship approaches another landing. 
Here the airship stops, and the voy- 
agers alight to receive the greetings of 
guides. The strangers are escorted to 
the palace of the Man in the Moon, 
who bestows upon them a welcome and 
the freedom of the moon. They stroll 
through palaces and streets, looking in 
at shop windows and enjoying the nov- 
elty of the visit, and then return to 
earth. 


"Darkness and Dawn" is a spectac-' 


ular exhibition illustrating in a novel 
manner Dante's "Inferno." The visitor 
is taken in hand by guides and invited 
to the "Cafe of the Dead"—whose 
habitues are anything but that—and 
thence through a series of caverns and 
passageways, witnessing the punish- 
ments of those whose conduct in life 
has not been according to the golden 
rule. The guide will quote Dante as 
you pass along, that you. may the bet- 
ter understand the appropriateness of 
the scenes. By and by you come to the 
"Grotto of Dawn," where dancing 
maidens and bright illusions gladden 
the eye. Here you tarry briefly to en- 
joy the beauties of the golden city. 
Having feasted on the charming scene 
to your satisfaction, you enter an invit- 
ing corridor and soon find yourself 
again among familiar objects.

BRIEF EXPOSITION ITEMS. 


State exhibits at the Exposition give 


promise to be very instructive and in- 
teresting, particularly to home seekers 
»nd investors. From the manufactur- 
ing states which are not seeking popu- 
lation, but, rather, a market for goods, 
the exhibits will be largely by individ- 
ual!* or companies In the various de- 
partments. States In which there arc 
undeveloped agricultural and timber 
lands, coal and other valuable mineral 
deposits, water power, etc., offering ex- 
ceptional opportunities for home seek- 
vt» and Investors, will be represented 
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by exhibits of maps, specimens, prod- 
ucts, statistics and useful data, under 
the management of state commissions. 
The coming together of millions of 
people at Buffalo next year will provide 
an opportunity for setting forth effect- 
ively the attractions of any particular 
part of the Western Hemisphere that 
no state or country can afford to Ignore. 


The governors of thirty-three states 


have each appointed two vice presi- 
dents to serve on the board of the Pan- 
American Exposition. It is expected 
that all elates and territories will be 


thus represented. Each vice president 
has a voice In the deliberations of the 
board. Many state commissioners have 
also been appointed, who will have 
charge of the state exhibits and will be 
intrusted with the expenditure of state 
funds appropriated for Exposition pur- 
poses. 


The dairy test In June of next year 


at the Pan-American Exposition will be 
for big stakes. The Holstein-Frleslan 
Association and the American Jersey 
Cattle Club have each appropriated 
$5,000 to be added to the prizes for the 
largest producers of butter fat on a giv- 
en Quantity of food. This will be unlike 


any other great test, because the ques- 
tion of economic production of butter 
fat -will be the basis of prize giving. 
All dairy breeds will be admitted to the 
contest. 


At the annual meeting of the Ameri- 


can Park and Outdoor Art Association 
nt Chicago recently C. C. Laney read a 
paper on the Pan-American Exposition, 
which is to be one of the finest exam- 
ples of outdoor art ever produced. 


One of the most conspicuous features 


of the Niagara Falls landscape now is a 
mammoth sign handsomely lettered 
thus: "Pan-Ameriuu.A Exposition. 'Buf- 
falo, N. T., 1901," There are several 


similar signboards placed where thou- 
sands of people passing and repassing 
upon the great railroads may in this, 
way have their attention called to the 
great event of next year which so vi- 
tally interests all the states and coun- 
tries of the Western Hemisphere. 


The enthusiasm and interest display- 


ed by the people of Southern California 
in the preparation of their great display 
of products for the Pan-American Ex- 
position present a lesson and an exam- 
ple for all citizens to contemplate.

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THE NATIVE CITY 


There is just indignation at Wash- 


ington over the looting of the native 
city of Tien Tsin. The cabled reports 
are that the Chinese are being rapacious 
ly plundered, silks and silver and all 
things valuable being taken away by 
the cart load. Occasionally a China- 
man objects and he is then promptly 
shot down for the objecting. 


It is hoped that the pictures of the 


looting are overdrawn, but as they 
come to us they show lust, rum, riot in 
a marvellous degree. In the news there 
IB- honor for the Americans and the 
Japanese, for, it is cabled. Of the troops 
of all nationalities on the spot these 
alone exercise a civilized sentiment 
and respect the property and person of 
the Chinese non-combatants. 


High American officials and military 


officers deplore this looting and fear 
that it will have a positive unfavorable 
effect upon the -already bad-enough 
situation. It is exhausting the pa- 
tience and changing the sympathy of 
the friendly Chinese, whose influence 
the foreigner sorely needs. 
Such 


spectacles of wanton disregard of all 
moral considerations as the looting of 
the native city is reported to afford 
are not calculated to impress the Chi- 
nese mind that humane and Just socie- 
ties and governments are back of the 
troops which are committing the acts 
of rapine and violation—the person of 
Chinese women are reported not re- 
spected. When auch impressions had 
earlier been made this reprehensible 
conduct is well devised to remove them. 


If things are as bad; as they are said 


to be the cause lies chiefly it must be 
admitted, in the want of a head to the 
allied troops. There la no central au- 
thority and the allies have been from 
the beginning a very much unorganized 
mass. There is no general commander 
or command to be obeyed. All the 
orders of restriction and precaution so 
necessary to a state of war are absent, 
and the men are as near to being on 
thei? own responsibility as can well be 
reached under arms and in military 
camps. This being so, the initiative 
taken by the lesa advanced and leas 
disciplined there is sure to be a more 
or less general breaking of the bounds 
that would naturally obtain in a homo- 
geneous, 
well-captained 
field-force. 


Earlier than this we have been hear- 
ing of atrocities by the Russians, treat- 
ing the Chinese with less regard than 
If they were Siberian draught dogs and 
submitting their women to nameless 
Indignities. Stories to this- effect have 
come with suoh persistence that there 
must be a basis of truth for them, and 
it can be easily conceived what would 
be the condition Immediately following 
the victory at Tien Tain, with the more 
numerous Russian to lead in the revel 
of assault and plunder. And in. con- 
nection with this it must be taken into 
consideration that there mnst have 
been a highly increased state of mind 
In all the troops at the reports from 
Fqjgin, the savage behavior of the 
iKWers and the terrible experiences to 
which Admiral Seymour and his valiant 
little band were subjected. 


However, it is for us to hope that the 


reports are exaggerations and that 
looting and its accompanying crimes 
will be at once permanently stopped. 
And we cannot help being proud that 
the stars and stripes' have no part in 
the shame that has been brought upon 
the allies. 


CHINA'S APPEAL 


This mornings news contains the in- 


telflgence that China has requested the 
•good offlces of the oresldent of the 
United State* to he):> her out of the 
peril of her «i«ng<wus tai& difficult po- 
tltion. At an early hour the dej»art- 
bent of state at Washington had not 
made public the text of the Chinese op* 


ut it WfiM underertood to be elm- 


thw to if not identical with the appeal 
made to the government of France a 
few days ago and to which H. Delcasse. 
the French minister on foreign affairs, 
made sharp reply on Saturday. The 
reply was that French mediation was 
possible only upon absolute knowledge 
that the following had been accom- 
plished: 


"First—That efficacious 
protection 


and absolute freedom of communication 
had been assured between the French 
minister at Pekln and his colleagues of 
the diplomatic corps and their respec- 
tive governments. 
' "Second—When Prince Tuan awd the 
high functionaries resiiOneible for the 
actual events had been dismissed by 
the government to await inevitable 
punishment. 


"Third—When the authorities and 


bodies of trooiw throughout the entire 
empire shall have received an order to 
cease hostilities against foreigners. 


"Fourth—When measures have been 


taken for the rigorous repression of the 
Boxers. 


"So lone as these guarantees are not 


furnished there is room only for mili- 
tary action?" 


The appeal was signed by the Em- 


peror Kwang1 Hsu and the heir appar- 
ent and dowager empress did not ap- 
pear in the matter. This fact, coui>led 
with the fact that the note came through 
the regular diplomatic channels, is sig- 
nificant if not a causa for suspicion. 
No one entertains the idea that the 
weak, young emperor has been able to 
reinstate himself in these days of in- 
surrection. The reins of governmenet 
are either in the hands of the empress 
dowager or Prince Tuan. as opponents, 
or in the hands of both as accomplices 
in the anti-foreign policy. But it has 
appeared that a preference for Kwang 
Hsu existed among1 the powers, the 
young emperor belns the more progres- 
sive, and. it is reasonable to assume 
that the authority at Pekin is ustaK 
tfie emperor's name, with or without 
his knowledge, to make appeal to the 
least aggressiA'e of the poweres in the 
hope of causing a division among them. 


In connection with this it must be 


noted that no confidence is placed, in 
the "Conger message" by any persons 
but the state department at Washing- 
ton and that the prevailtoe belief is 
that China is playing a gome Even 
the sincerity of "LA Hung Chang is ques- 
tioned. The feeling, however, is that 
we are on the eve of important dis- 
closures for which the United States 
government may very wisely wait. It 
is truly American that our government 
steadfastly refuses to- assume the hos- 
tile attitude of the European govern- 
ments and follows the saner course of 
not coodemnine China until she is 
proven guilty. Our admiral did not join 
in the bombarding' of the Taku forts^ 
the wisdom of which is now1 becoming 
clearer, and It is well that we do not 
follow the lead of European suspicions 
and prejudices. 
, 


There may be little to justify our 


more friendly course, but since nothinc 
can be lost by following it and since 
there is nothing to be gained at pres- 
ent in abandoning it good Judi 
approves it. But it does not 
intervention. 
, 


THE SOLDIERS' 


Again comes a, suggestion in fav«r of 


moving the soldiers' monument from 
Monument square to the soldiers' 
mound in Hillside cemetery. This sub- 
ject came up several years ago, and 
after much talk it was dropped, as it 
will probably be again. The monument 
la not all that it ought to be, as all Will 
be ready to admit, but, like the North 
Church street park, that is about to be, 
it is better than nothing, and the prob- 
ability Is that the concensus of opinion 
will be that it will be better to let the 
monument remain where it is until a 
better one can fce provided. The monu- 
ment was erected by the efforts of the 
women of the city some years after the 
close of the civil war, in memory of the 
valiant sons of North Adams who per- 
ished in the memorable struggle. The 
statue is the work of a North Adams 
sculptor, C. Niles Pike, and it stands 
on a handsome brownstone pedestal 
suitably inscribed. It was dedicated 
with due ceremony, the address being 
delivered by the late Judge James T. 
Robinson, and was considered good 
enough at the time. If the city has 
now outgrown It, if, as the esthetic 
"boxers" contend, It is a "disgrace to 
Monument square," Is it not time for 
the city to put a better one in its place? 
Or is it the proper thing to wipe it 
from the face of the earth and let it 
be understood that North Adams had 
no soldiers in the civil war, or, having 
had them, is willing to wipe out their 
enduring memorial and relegate their 
names and memory to oblivion? There 
is- something here for those to think 
of who are so anxious- to remove this 
"blot" from Monument square, and it 
is to be hoped that a sober second 
thought will change their minds and 
call a halt on this movement until the 
change can be made in the proper way. 
In the minds of those who are not for- 
getful of what the "boys in blue" did 
from '61 to '65 it will be well for the 
city to let the soldiers' monument 
alone till such time as it can be re- 
moved only to make room for one that 
will meet with the approval of all the 
Inhabitants of the city of the "western 
gateway."—George B. Torrey in Sun- 
day Republican.

Monument square may not be ideal as 
to his lines, but as he stands he is an

Which should be as much valued as a 
well-modelled piece of statuary. When 
North Adams reared him up the 
wounds of the civil war were compara- 
tively fresh and its glories were little 
more than now-born. This, ther., very 
small community, fired by the magni- 
tude and grandeur of the struggle, 
devoutly thankful for its glorious end- 
ing, deeply appreciative and Justly 
proud of the part of its own at the ter- 
rible front, wrought out of Itself this 
monument and erected it as its testi- 
mony to splendid valor 
and 
mag* i 


nlnoent hwolBni. it waa raised to over- 
look the main thoroughfare, to stand 
under the shadow of the growing 
churches, to not only bear enduring 
witness to the moving deeds of the 
great conflict but to testify that a 
happy and prosperous people fully real- 
ized the awful cost at which their coun- 
try and flag had been saved and 
pledged with larger meaning to the 
cause of human liberty. We can only 
imagine with what pride it was placed 
where it Is, and how precious it was in 
the eyes of those who set it up. It was 
no foreign creation. No stranger hand 
had touched it. It was the little town's 
very own. There had been the work 
of planning for it, the work of making 
it, the keen anticipation of the day 
when it should be unveiled, and there 
was the ceremony with which It was 
dedicated as a monument to the dead, 
a token to the veteran and a solemn 
reminder to the living and to the gen- 
erations to follow. It may be crude 
but a wealth of precious association 
surrounds it. It may not be artistic, 
but it is tha offering of warm and 
loyal hearts. It is such as they could 
give and it should be treasured as 
much for the givers as tor what it was 
meant to commemorate. And since the 
day when it was first a monument it 
has been the center of many impressive 
annual gatherings. The flowers of 
many seasons have decked it in me- 
morial, and thinning ranks of veterans 
have often formed around it. By this 
time it is consecrated if it were but a 
boulder rolled down from our hillst 


What shall we do with It? Preserve It. 


Treasure it for what it "is if It is not 
worthy as art In the sight of the cui- 
t'ued and critical. It is more tnan art 
though it may be less; it is heart. Who 
is so rich and so- fine of mind and taste 
that he can afford to throw away 
heart? He who can consign, heart to 
the rubbish heap and raise technical 
excellence in Us stead has lost the 
qualities which fit him for a first place 
among men. If you think so well of 
the civil war and of what it has meant 
in human progress, both in the nation 
and

raise 
a 
grander 
monument, go 


and raise It. 
We shall all as- 


sist and say it is well. But sacredly 
preserve the crude old marble soldier 
and the brown stone pedestal on which 
he has stood these many years. 


It is easily possible to eclipse that 


old soldier in material and artistic 
magnificence, but you cannot be the 
author of anything that will put his 
memories into the dimmest shadow. It 
is not to be had for money, nor is it 
within the power of an artist to create

A Chicago man has invented an 


army canteen, which la designed to 
keep water cold and hot coffee hot in 
(be hottest or coldest of weather, as 
the case may be, sayg the Buffalo Ex- 
press. The canteen now used by Unit- 
ed States soldiers will carry liquids, 
which ia the best that can be said for It, 
A short trip in the ran will heat Its 
contents or in the cold win cool them, 
and the results are far from satis- 
factory. The Chicago invention con- 
sists of a tin can similar to that now 
in use, but covered by a secret prep- 
aration of ground cork and another 
substance. Outside of this is a case of 
felt, which, in turn, is covered with a 
heavy duck. The canteen weighs four 
ounces more than does the' regulation 
one, but it is thought that soldiers will 
be willing to carry the additional 
weight for the additional advantages. 


Tests with it have shown Interesting 


results. One of the new canteens and 
one of the old ones were filled with 
water and placed in the sun on tbe 
roof of a building. The water of the 
old canteen reached a temperature of 
112 degrees, while that in the new one 
was only 72 degrees. Both canteens 
were then placed in a steamroom wtth 
a temperature of 150 degrees. The 
water in one became as hot as the 
room, and that in the other remained 
at 82 degrees. 


MIGHTY WOLF HUNTER. 


Black Hills Kan Received 


Sum Bver Paid In Bounties. 


The champion wolf catcher in the 


west is no doubt W. B. Ward, who 
came to Rapid City, S. D., recently 
with 332 pelts, 244 of the gray wolf 
and 78 of tbe coyotes, says the Chicago 
Record. He got a bounty of $3 per 
head for the gray wolves and ?1 each, 
for the coyotes. This made him $810, 
which is said to be the largest sum 
of wolf bounty money ever paid one 
man in tbe west. 


Ward uses traps entirely. He came 


to the Black Hijls from the cattle 
ranges of Texas, where he was con- 
eidered a wonder. He is said to have 
a secret preparation which he puts on 
bis traps. He has returned to tbe 
Cheyenne river, and he will be ready 
for another pull at the wolf bounty 
In a few weeks. 


Latest In Parasols. 


'A gentleman from Texas bas Just 


patented a device which he expects 
will be welcomed by women aa filling 
a long felt want In hot weather. His 
Invention consists of an ordinary para- 
sol, to the interior of which Is attached 
a powerful fan with revolving blades, 
which will drive a brseze down on the 
head of the person who is carrying the 
Bunshade. The fan is operated by a 
rod connected at either end with gear 
wheels. At tHe bottom of the tod is a 
ring so arranged that by inserting one 
finger and giving it an easy twisting 
motion the fan will be set to spinning 
and a steady breeze will be driven 
downward. The exertion required to 
drive the fan is said to be slight, while 
the breeze stirred up by the revolution 
of the fan Is extremely refreshing. 
The apparatus Is so arranged that 
when the parasol is folded up the fan 
and its mechanism fold up with it

MlsslonarrTells of Chinese Prophecy 


of Trouble In 19OO Made Year* Affo. 
Dr. Marie Haslep, who was in the 


service in the missionary medical 
board ID China for seven years, recent- 
ly spoke of her experiences and of the 
riots gbe had witnessed while In China, 
says the Indianapolis correspondent of 
tbe New York Sun. Speaking of the 
present violence, she said it would ap- 
pear to the Chinese as a fulfillment of 
a prophecy that was made 500 years 
ago and whose fulfillment was now 
due. She believed that it was this 
legend or superstition that was moving 
the Chinese to action. 


According to Dr. Haslep's version of 


the legend, It was in effect that five 
yang (sheep) would come to divide up 
China, bnt that a tsoong (bear) would 
come forth, and devour them. "Sheep" 
also means foreigners, and "bear" 
means a general. The story interpret- 
ed means that five foreign nations 
would seek to divide China, but that a 
general would arise and deliver the 
country.

Bide Li&bt on Lives of American Sol- 


diorn In the Philippines.

Freedom. Sergeant Le Doux secured 
the consent of his captain to go out] 
with a detail of four men, dressed as 
natives, carrying only revolvers, ta' 
search of these lawbreakers. A cara- 
hao had been reported stolen near the 
post in the evening, and at about 9:80 
the sergeant and his men started oni 
tlieir mission. He and Private Eobert 
G. McKinnlsh started in the direction1 


of Balinag, on the road running along 
the river, the other three rnea going 
on a parallel road about 200 or 300 
yards distant. When they were about 
one mile from tl.e post, In a thick, 
dense woods, a man jumped into the 
road and called out in. English: "Halt! 
Who is there?" 
The faorgeant had

from the thicket a volley was fired by, 
the enemy, who were not more than 40 
feet away, mortally wounding Private 
McKinnish and slightly wounding Ser- 
geant Le "Doux, who was shot in (.be 
wrist of the left arm, the ball coming 
out at the elbow, making a bad flesh 
wound. 


In an instagt he drew his Devolve* 


and with a whoop and yell made a 
charge on the enemy, discharging his 
revolver with every whoop until he 
bad the enemy on the run. Whea lie 
had emptied his revolver, he returned 
to his comrade, who was lying on the 
ground. 
He raised his bead In his 


arms and administered to the dying^ 
man's wants as far as possible. H» 
took the private's revolver and kept up 
the shooting, hoping he would be re- 
enforced by the rest of the detail. No 
one come, and he went to a shack close 
by to give the alarm. He found one 
mail and two women. His wound was 
bleeding profusely, and he was get- 
ting weak from loss of blood. 
He 


made the man understand that he 
wanted him to go to Pulilan and give 
the alarm. He started out, but did not 
go near the post The women seemed 
•wonderfully affected. They lifted the 
wounded man's arm to their lips and 
kissed it repeatedly. When he had tied 
his wound up as best he could, he 
started back to carry his comrade to 
the house.

Carthy and a detail of men came up. 
They saw some men crawling In the 
distance and without saying a word 
opened fire.

AN INDIAN 


It Is Often Beyond the Power of the 


Wisest to Explain It. 


One need not go to the realms of 


space, or ticr.% or figures to meet with 
the incomprehensible. Despite* modern 
science and ingenuity this word still re- 
mains tha only, applicable epithet for 
some of the achievements of Indian con- 
jurers. We can smile at the luminous 
appearance of the beautiful face before 
Which as the revelation of Osiris the 
old Egyptians prostrated themselves in 
awe—for the marvels of the magio lan- 
tern are familiar to us, the early exist- 
ence of gunpowder gives an easy ex- 
planation of the oracle's lightning and 
thunder, the weird harmony of Mem- 
non was merely the result of an in- 
genious mechanical contrivance—bnt 
shrewd travelers of later date, whoso 
veracity is beyond dispute, tell of 
ranch more inexplicable things than 
these. One of tha best known writers 
on occultism, Jacolliot, has left an ac- 
count of certain things he saw during 
his official sojourn iq India which, as 
they seem to defy explanation, may 
fairly be classed among things incom- 
prehensible. The performer was one 
whom he accidentally met and who re- 
quired some persuasion before be would 
exhibit feats whioh, he continually af- 
firmed, were the work of other intelli- 
gences. 


On some sticks fixed upright in flow- 


erpots were placed some leaves from a 
tree, with holes in each sufficiently 
large to make them fall to the level of 
the mold. Standing at a considerable 
distance, the fakir made a gesture with 
his hands. A slight breeze seemed to 
pervade the room, then the leaves quiv- 
ered and gradually worked upward on 
the sticks. Jaoolliofc placed himself be- 
tween the flowerpots and the operator, 
placed the sticks in the flooring and 
adopted every means he could imagine 
to frustrate any trickery, but nothing | 
he did made any difference to the move- 
ment of the leaves. 


The more familiar feat of the seem- 


ingly supernatural growth of flowers 
was utterly eclipsed by another instance 
vouched for by the eame narrator. His 
own servant brought him a score or so 
of seeds, from which ho selected and 
marked one. The fakir planted it in a 
pot of earth, muttered some words over 
it and fell into a eort of trance, which 
lasted abont 90 minutes. He then 
awoke, uncovered the pot and discover- 
ed a seedling two or three inches high. 
Jacolliot examined it and found it had 
eprtmg from the seed which he had 
marked. 


With a touch of a peacock's feather 


the fakir depressed a balance of a corn- 
men weighing machine in daily use in 
the household, though in the other was 
a weight of 13 stono, and with a dis- 
tant motion of his hand he made shav- 
ings of wood to sink or move in water. 
Still more rnarvejous is the description 
of the manner in which this veriteblo 
eastern wizard was a bio to set at de- 
fiance the law of gravity. On this occa- 
sion, when leaving tho room, he paused 
on the threshold, folded his arms, and, 
by a simple act of volition, raised him- 
self from tbo floor aiul remained poised 
in air for some minatas. — London 
Standard.

In the county of Berkshire, state of 


Massachusetts, the lofty Monument 
mountain rears its gray form. If there 
is anything sublime attached to a 
mount, & rare beauty will be admitted 
to linger around this wild and tower- 
ing line of rooks. Its bold and frown- 
ing front extends about one mile, aud 
so roughly is it flung together by na- 
ture and standing at the same time 
so perpendicular that a tremulous chill i 
huirios over the body as the awestruck 
beholder gazes np at it A few knotty, [ 
dwarfish pines are to be seen peering , 
obliquely from the 
narrow crevices, 
I 


looking green even among rooks, like 
hope flourishing on the borders of de- 
spair. 


The red bolt from the thundercloud, 


the winds and the power of centuries 
have torn way many fragments of 
stone from on high and sent them smok- 
ing to the base, where already a long 
pyramidal line is strung along, quite a 
mountain in itself. The rear of this 
place falls off with a gentle slope, which 
is overshadowed by tali and regal look- 
ing trees, whose giant roots have never 
been broken. It presents a fearful yet 
magnificent appearance. There is no 
village near to wake the solemnity of 
its solitude, and silence ia as profound 
at the sun's meridian as at the hash of 
midnight. It always seemed to me this 
spot was a favorite with the son, for the 
first rosy flush of morning appeared un- 
easy until drinking the dew from tha 
trees upon its brow, and his last rays 
lingered there at evening, even after a 
partial twilight began to fling a dusky 
shade over the vast valley below.

It was an established law among 
them that when an Indian committed a 
deed the penalty of which was death 
he should plunge himself, or, refusing 
to do this, be plunged by some one of 
his tribe, over this frightful precipice. 
Many had been dashed to the rocky 
Tale below, and so high was the spot 
from where tbo victims were Cast off 
that it was generally supposed that the 
rapid descent through the air deprived 
them of breath, and few if any had ev- 
er been conscious of anything when 
they had reached the earth. 


A beautiful squaw transgressed by 


marrying into another tribe, and the 
penalty for such an offense was and ev- 
er had been death. She waa well aware 
what her fate would be previous to her 
sealing it, bnt it did not restrain her. 
She disobeyed, and nothing could atone 
but the f nil extent of thelaw. Although 
she had courage sufficient to face death 
in marrying, she did not feel willing to 
sacrifice herself according to the man- 
date, and it therefore devolved upon 
gome one to precipitate her over the 
cloud capped mountain. All her limbs 
_boing bound except her hands, she was 
'borne to the verge and launched away 
with all the stoicism for which the In- 
dians are famous. Bnt here a thing oc- 
curred which hacV*ever been known 
before. In her <*fcvnward flight she 
came in contact with the long branch of I 
a pine which swung ont many feet 
from the rocks, and, grasping it with 
the clutch of death, succeeded in break- 
,ing the force she had attained, and re- 
mained holding fast, suspended between 
the top and-base of the mountain. 


There ahe hung at the mercy of a 


slender branch, without even a hope of 
rescue. The space between her and the 
rocks was too much to think of touch- 
ing them, and her strength, even in the 
cause of life, was not sufficient to draw 
her up to the limb.

The 
thunder muttered faintly, then sent its 
roll up to tho meridian, and finally, 
with increased power, cracked and shook 
through the very heavens. The shriek 
of the squaw was heard in the profound 
jpause after the roar bad died away, bnt 
its echoes stirred not tho sympathies of 
any one of the tribe. Higher and high- 
er rose the storm. The lightning crinkled 
over the sky more vividly, and the re- 
port followed so soon and heavy that 
the gray old twos of the saonnfe trem- 
bled as the peals burst through the up- 
per world.

The base 
of the mount was immediately exam- 
ined, but nothing was to be seen either 
of the pine or the squaw, when it was 
finally concluded in council that it waa 
the work of the Great Spirit. The Indi-' 
ans, therefore, raised a monument by 
rolling stones together, which stands to 
this day, and from which the mountain 
takes its name. 


The untutored urchin quickens his 


pace when passing this spot after day- 
light has departed from its summit and 
whistles a lively air to elevate his 
drooping spirits, and the teamster, as 
the crack of his whip rings among the 
rooks, starts from his seat as if a apirit 
spoke, so strange are the associations 
connected with Monument mountain.— 
New York News.

To begin with, eat good, 
nourishing food, and plenty of it It is 
a great mistake to suppose that the 
body requires less food during the heat- 
ed season. Protracted heat exhausts 
vitality, and food is needed to sustain 
strength. Drink plenty of water or 
milk or buttermilk. I prefer aerated 
mineral waters. Alcoholic drinks gen- 
erate heat and should be avoided hi all 
forms. 
Take exercise at the proper 


hours— that is, hi the morning and 
evening. Do not work too hard, but 
work steady. Keep out of the sun's 
rays. Bathe regularly. If you feel the 
weak, fainting, dizzy sensations that 
presage heat prostration, get into a 
cold bath at once, an ice cold bath if 
possible. If you cannot get to a cold 
bnth, place your wrists under a faucet 
of cold water. Drink ice cold water, 
but see that it is not too cold. Remem- 
ber that heat prostration Is due to ab- 
normally high temperature of the body, 
and that the thing to do is to reduce 
this temperature.

THE BABY. 


Keep the ba- 


by well fed on

ed, Is the advice of Dr. W. H. Hunt of 
the Mothers and Babies' hospital in 
New York. Babies do not die of heat; 
they die because parents fail to keep 
the bottles and cooking utensils abso- 
lutely clean and because the milk is of- 
ten bad. Babies die of neglect not of 
heat The baby well cared for will en- 
dure greater heat than an adult 


Putrefaction is always easier in sum- 


mer. 
Germs multiply in the heat If 


the dishes and bottles are not very, 
clean or if the railk Is not pure and 
sweet, the baby is poisoned by germs. 
That is why so many little ones die of 
Intestinal troubles. The baby's food 
should not be essentially different in 
summer. Milk is the best food, but the 
various infants' foods may be given as 
usual. Cleanliness is the great watch- 
word in keeping the baby In good 
health In the summer.

Place a sponge of 
cold water on his head and wash his 
nostrils. 'The object is to reduce the 
temperature as soon as possible, says 
George H. Hankinson, superintendent 
of the Society For the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals of New YorlL Do 
not remove the horse to a stable. Get 
some straw and let him lie in the street 
until he' recovers. He can get air in 
the street, while in the stable he la 
shut off from a plentiful supply of air.' 


But better yet, keep your horse on 


his feet by caring for him. Watch him 
constantly during the heated terms. 
When his ears drop back and his head 
gags forward as he feels the heat, draw, 
up into a side street and unhitch him. 
Wash his nostrils arid head with a 
sponge and let him rest By observing 
that precaution you will often save a 
good horse and at the same time do a 
most humane act 


The horse needs no change of feed 


during the summer. Hay and oats 
four days in the week, with bran and1 
oilmeal In the other days, Is the right 
menu. The horse should have exercise 
every day—not five or six days a week, 
but seven days.

All of the streets 
within and without the city were nar- 
row and filthy. The buildings were 
neither beautiful nor interesting. Most 
of the houses occupied by the wealthy 
Chinese were built of either mud or 
brick. Lord Charles Beresford wrote 
hi his book that the estimated popula- 
tion in 189T in Tien-tain was 1,000,000. 
The total value of trade In 1897 was 
nearly £8,000,000. The total tonnage 
of shipping entered and cleared in 1897 
was 1,326,608. The total value of im- 
ports and exports In 1897 was about 
£0,232,030. There were four banks in 
the city.

THE TUNIS' GOLDFIELD 


How It Was Found by Two 


American Prospectors. 


OABEFULLY GUARDED BY ESDlAflb. 


Story of Charles £riMk*«n and 


TfaaroldaoB, Who have Retnm«a 
From Mexico "With 818,OOO—Experi- 
ence. With the Ya«al»-Will Re- 
tarn With an Armed Expedition. 


i 
! Reports from central and western 


Mexico clearly indicate that the center 
of copper and gold mining interests in 
the southwest is soon to be transferred 
southward from Arizona and New Mex- 
ico. 
Almost dally come statements, 


some from very reliable sources, of 
great ore finds in the states of Sonora 
and Chihuahua, Mexico. 
The latest 


story to which credence may be given 
is that of Charles Brlcksen ana Harry 
Tharoldson, two New York state men, 
who have been prospecting in the Mex- 
ican mountains for the past two OF 
three years. 
They passed through 


Phenix, A. T., the other day, en route 
to San Francisco, and exhibited a large 
quantity of gold from placer fields at 
some point along the southern side of 
the Sierra Madre range In the lower 
portion of Chihuahua or the northern 
part of the state of Durango. They are 
very reticent about their find, but to a 
New York Sun correspondent Intimated 
that there was plenty more gold where 


' theirs came from, but that It was care- 


fully guarded by Yaqui Indians, who 
are yet holding out against the Mexi- 
can army sent to subdue them. 


Ericksen estimates that he and his 


partner have about $18,000 in dust and 
tells of peculiar circumstances under 
which it was secured. About the mid- 
dle of May the two prospectors found 
traces of gold in a small stream, the 
exact location of which they keep a 
secret They followed the stream up 
into the hills and were washing out the 
dust in good quantities when they were 
attacked by a small party of Yaqnis. 
Both miners were well armed, and for 
a day and a half they stood off the 
Indians. They were well intrenched, in 
the front and protected in the rear by 
a huge rock formation, which prevent- 
ed an attack from that direction. Sin- 
gularly, the Indians made no determin- 
ed effort to drive out or kill the two 
miners, but were content to fire an 
occasional shot and spend the time in 
conference. At the end of the second 
day an Indian, who was evidently the 
leader of the band, came out into the 
open, laid down his gun, raised his arms 
upward and walked toward the whites. 
Ericksen, who Is the older of the two, 
saw that a truce was intended and 
went out to njeet the Indian, also lay- 
ing down his gun. They conferred in 
broken Spanish for a short time and 
the American convinced the Indian 
that he was not a native, but a stranger 
seeking gold. The latter assertion was 
received with very evident displeasure, 
and the meeting ended abruptly by the 
Indian declaring that the two whites 
could go away unmolested provided 
they went at once and agreed never to 
return in search of the gold In the 
mountains. 


The party of Indians rode away and 


the following morning the two miners 
started northward toward the Arizona 
line. Glancing back as they rode away, 
they saw a half dozen heads peeping 
over the rocks and knew that the In- 
dian threat had been In earnest Stop- 
ping at a ranch a little farther on, they 
learned that one tribe of Yaquls has 
long been in possession of a source of 
ample quantities of gold, but has reli- 
giously guarded its secret and never al- 
lowed prospectors to tarry long in the 
vicinity of the gold region. 
For 


months, however, they have been en- 
gaged to desultory warfare with the 
Mexicans and neglected, to some ex- 
tent their goldfields. 


Brlcksen and Tharoldson state that 


the Mexican troops are now practically 
to control and that General TOZTBS' 
army, which has divided into two 
parts, has cut the remaining Indians 
into small bands and that most of 
these are returning to their homes. 
They believe that the stream from 
which .they washed their gold will lead 


, up to big quartz finds and they intend 
j to return early In the fall with a well 


armed expedition. They say that in 
most of the mountain streams In the 
southern part of Chihuahua small 
quantities of gold can be washed out, 
but in not such quantities as in the 
stream which they found. 


In all parts of upper Mexico the 


Indians have been troublesome for 
nearly a year, and most prospectors 
have avoided the country, through fear 
of the Indians. 
Nevertheless many 


good finds have been made. Various 
plans are being made for railroads 
into the now almost Inaccessible min- 
ing country, and within a year several 
lines will be built The Sante Fe al- 
ready has feeders down well Into that 
country and it is st -dd on good au- 
thority is planning to build many more 
branches. The Southern Pacific, too, 
1s looking over the ground and will 
put a big force of engineers at work 
this fall. Mining men all through Ari- 
zona are becoming deeply interested 
to the outlook to Mexico.

HEAVY FLOOD DAMAGE 


Loss in City will Reach 


Considerably Over 


$2000 


MANY STREETS 
WASHED 
OUT 


Store Cellars 
Flooded, and §tock 


Damaged. 
Street Department 


Active and Many Men Put at 


Work Sunday 


Saturday afternoon's storm was one 


of the heaviest that have been recorded 
in this city in lecent years, and was 
even more destructive than the heavy 
stoims of two summers ago. As is al- 
ways the case in such a hard storm, 
the damage to the hill streets was 
great, while much private property was 
damaged from the iloodingfjof cellars. 
It is estimated that the loss to the city 
alone will reach $800, while private 
losses will bring the total well up to- 
wards $2000, although it was impossible 
to estimate the latter closely. 


The city had a large force of men at 


work all day yesterday, and the damage 
was repaired as promptly as possible. 
many lanterns were used to warn the 
traveling public of danger Saturday 
night, and 
no accidents from this 


cause were reported. 


On the streets, the chief damage was 


done north of the river, the hill streets 
in the eastern part of the city suffer- 
ing less than those to the north. North 
H oiden street sniftered 
most. 
The 


street was recently dug up for pipes, 
and the softened road bed was so 
completely gullied that it had to be 
closed entirely. On Eagle street, where 
the city is putting in a sewer, a small 
dam was hastily built, but this was 
washed away by water coming down 
Hall street. The bmall bridge near 
Jackson street was torn up, and other 
damage done on. the street. 


There were small ponds caused in 


many places by the inability of the 
surface sewefs to carry oft all the flood, 
tb'i \\crst of these being on Marshall 
and Ashland streets. To Include all 
the damage done, however, a liat of all 
the aill streets would have to be given, 
since none escaped! entteely. 


Lightning struck the house of Mr. 


Lloyd on North Eagle street and the 
green house® of Mrs1. "Worden on Ash- 
land street, but the damage in each 
ease was small.

CONDUCTOR MANGAN'S DEATH 


His Train Did Not Obey Orders. 


Brought Here 


Body* 


Funeral of Jasper Monroe 


The funeral of Jasper Monroe was 


held this afternoon, at 3 o'clo.ck at St. 
John's church, Rev. J. C. Tebbetts con- 
ducting the services. The body was 
taken to the church some time before 
the funeral, in order that those de- 
siiing to take a last view before the 
hour of service could do so. Mr. Mon- 
roe's brother and steter, Fred Monroe 
of Providence, R. I., and Mrs. Thomas 
G. Baker of New York, were present, 
as was also the City band, of which 
the deceased was the leader. Among 
the floral Sributes Were a pillow from 
the band having upon it the words, 
"Our 
Leader," and a 
coffin bouquet 


from the Musicians' union. The body 
will be taken tomorrow morning to 
Guilford, Conn., for burial in the fam- 
ily lot. 


The band playe-d Chopin's funeral 


m.irch in front of the church at the 
c'ose of the service, and the body was 
taken to Simmons & Carpenters un- 
dertaking rooms, where It will re- 
r««.in till morning. 


For the Militia Unifooo 


The quartermaster ge-n&rai of the 


Massachusetts militia nas for some 
time been looking into the matter of 
uniforms for the militia. 
Many of- 


ficers, with him. believe that a jrood 
khaki suit should be issued for camp 
duty, rptainins the brown canvas uni- 
forms for fatigue work. What is best 
for a full uniform is in, doubt. If it Is 
possible to get a neat one, which wiU 
conform to the army in essential par- 
ticulars, it may be adopted. Undoubt- 
edly a board of officers will be called 
to consider the matter and officers can 
give their ideas to this board. 


The body of Conductor John J. Man- 


gan, wboee death in a railroad acci- 
dent on the Fitchburg1 divlalcrti of {he 
B. & M. road at West Valley Falls, N. 
Y., was reported in Saturday's Issue, 
was brought to this city Saturday eve- 
ning. The body was taken, to Cody's 
undertaking- rooms and from there to 
the home of Mrs. Mangun's parents on 
Brooklyn terrace. The funeral will be 
held tomorrow morning at 9 o'clock at 
St. Francis' church, and burial will be 
in Southvlew cemetery. 


The coroner's investigation of the 


death, and the details of the wreck, 
ahow that it was caused by the failure 
of Conductor Mangan's train to follow 
orders. A copy of these orders was 
found In the dead man's pockets, and 
will be one of the most important bits 
of evidence when the inquest is held. 
The story of the wreck was as follows: 


Engine No. 233, east-bound, in charge 


of Conductor Mangan and Engineer 8. 
W. Saunders, had orders to wait for 
engine No. 255 at Schaghtiooke. 
In- 


stead of doing so they attempted to 
run to Johnsonville, and when just 
out of Valley Falls*, in the rock cut 
.which borders on the river, they met 
No. 255, in charge of Engineer T. Negus 
and Conductor J. Gordinler. The lat- 
ter were running according to orders 
and did not anticipate obstruction in 
the cut. They did not see Conductor 
Mangan's train until it was too late to 
avoid collision, and, recognizing the 
fact that death stared them in the face, 
most of the crew of No. 255 jumped, 
some going into the river. This un- 
doubtedly was all that saved them. 


The crash came at the curve in the 


rock cut. The train running contrary 
to orders Was under great headway and 
the collision was terrific. Cars and en- 
gines were piled in a heap which is not 
yet removed from 
the tracks and 


which prevents through traffic on the 
road. The cars of engine No. 255 were 
empty and those of 233 were loaded. 
the former were struck with such force 
that some Were hurled over the engine 
and fell upon the colliding train. 


Conductor Mangan at the time the 


engines struck each other was riding 
With Engineer Saunders In the cab of 
N<x 335. He was Dinned between the 
ngine and tender 
and 
crushed to 


death. 


Charles Gregory., head brakeman on 


No. 233, who stood near the engine, was 
uninjured; but with remarkable pluck 
and endurance, ran back half a mile to 
place torpedoes' on the track to warn 
other trains and prevent further loss 
of life. By doing tkis he saved a pas- 
senger train due sootn after the ool- 
ision. He fell unconscious on the track 
\-bil3 placing torpedoes and Wasi found 
there by l&ose attracted by the uproar 
of the collision. He was taken to 
Johnsonville and was attended by Dr. 
Church. While injured internally it is 
thought he will live-. 


Coroner H. E. De Freest was notified 


of the accident and promptly went to 
the scene. He had Conductor Mangan 
removed to O'Neill's hotel, where he 
lingered for forty-five minutes. 


Dra Church and Beale, a.t the coro- 


ner's direction, made an autopsy on 
Conductor Mangan's body "and found 
that death was due to shock and hem>- 
orrhage, following the crushing1 of all 
the bones of the pelvis. 


In Conductor Mangan'a pocket was 


found a copy of the order given him to 
wait for ew^ine 255. Engineer Sounr 
ders had a duplicate of this order, and 
if it had been, obeyed, or not misunder- 
stood, the calamity jWjauld have been 
prevented. The coroner took posses- 
sion of the orders and they will be 
important evidence in the thorough in- 
vestigation which will be made. 


All of the train hands had narrow es- 


capes and several were injured more or 
less. Saunders had a remarkable es- 
cape, being thrown throtigh ttie window 
of his cab, and sustaining but slight 
injury. 


Tha wreck blockaded the tracks many 


hours, andi trains were obliswi to* reach 
their destination by the Delaware and 
Hudson and other roads. 


Coroner Be Freest has not decided 


yet on a date for the inquest, but sub- 
poenas will be made out today and will 
be served Cy District Attorney Duncan 
C. Kaye on witnesses in Rotterdam and 
Mechanicville. it is pttxji&aWe the in» 
quest wiH be held the latter part of 
this week.

CENSUS MEN WANT MONEY 


Government Not in Such a Hurry to 


Pay as to Get Names 


The lotal census enumerators are be- 


ginning to wondej- if the wise and pa- 
ternal government is so wise and pat- 
ernal after all. 
None of them have 


yet received' any pay for their work, 
and, some of them have begun to ask 
questions of the government, instead of 
for the awernmeat. The enumeration 
began on June 1, and all but one or t\\-o 
had finished their detailed districts by 
June 15, and hadi sent in all lists of 
names which) they had obtained. On 
the basis of two and one-half cents 
for every nanm most of the enumer- 
ators earned about 540 in the two 
weeks. 


A few days after the comnletion of 


the work all received urgent letters 
from the state supervisor, Horace Wad- 
lin, asjcing that their .riHSi sworn to 
before a notary, be immediatly sent 
in tP the officials, so> that the pay migrht 
be forwarded without delay. The cen- 
sus men were somewhat surprised that 
the government was so eager to pay, 
but all went to the expense at shearing 
to their bills before notaries, and sent 
them to the state supervisor. The last 
0£ the bills were mailed about four 
weeks ago, but the excessive haste of 
the supervisor has not shown any fruit 
as yet, and the enumerators aie won- 
dering if it ever will.
